Nonprofit Legal Clinic: Understanding the Building Blocks of Good Governance. The D.C. Bar Pro Bono
Program is sponsoring a clinic for nonprofit organizations entitled “Nonprofit Legal Clinic: Understanding “The
Building Blocks of Good Governance”. On Form 990, the IRS asks every nonprofit whether it has conflict of
interest, whistleblower and record retention policies. In addition, the D.C. Nonprofit Code requires a nonprofit to
maintain certain corporate records. But what should you do if someone comes to your office and demands to see a
copy of your original IRS application for exempt status — do you have to give a copy to the person requesting
one? Or what if an ex-employee who left your employment eight years ago asks for a copy of his or her personnel
file - should you provide it? Nonprofits will meet one-on-one with an attorney that will help review and update their
nonprofit's Whistleblower and Record Retention policies and their Conflict of Interest policy and disclosure

form. The attorney will also discuss actions you can take now, so you know to handle these issues when they
come up. The clinic is scheduled for December 8 - 11 a.m. to 12:30 p.m. at DLA Piper, 500 8" Street, NW near
Gallery Place metro stop at no charge to your organization.
